The appointment of Postmas¬ 
ter Morgridge as a recruiting of¬ 
ficer is announced in papers re¬ 
ceived this week and the oath of 
office lias been administered to 
him. Under the* new law all 
postmasters are authorized to 
receive enlistments for army, 
navy and marine corps. 

In order that Sierra Madre 
may receive credit for all men 
who enter any branch of the ser¬ 
vice it is important that they en¬ 
list from here. All who wish to 
volunteer are urged to notify the 
postmaster who will assist them 
in getting into the branch of the 
service which they prefer. 

Many are volunteering now in 
order to be able to choose the 
branch of the service which 
they prefer, rather than run the 
risk of conscription and assign¬ 
ment to some other branch. 

Sierra Madre’s Honor Roll 

Sierra Madre is already well 
represented in the military and 
naval forces. On the basis of 
five men to every thousand of 
population Sierra Madre has al¬ 
ready furnished more volunteers 
than her quota for the army ol 
500,000. Whether these "ill be 
taken into consideration in the 
conscription allotment seems 
somewhat uncertain at present. 
It would seem to be proper, else 
the purpose of the conscription 
so far as equalizing the burden 
would be defeated.

Ordinance No.223 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 

TRAVEL AM) TRAFFIC UPON 

PUBLIC STREETS. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. The driver of any ve¬ 
hicle in or upon any street, shall 
travel the right hand side of the 
street and as near the right hand curb 
thereof, as possible, and in turning 
to the right into another street, turn 
the corner as near the right hand 
curb as possible. 

Section 2. The driver of any ve¬ 
hicle in or upon any street shall in 
turning to the left into another 
street pass to the right of and beyond 
the center of the street intersection 
before turning. The flagpole at the 
intersection of Central and Baldwin 
Ave., is deemed the center of such 
intersection. 

Section 3. Intersecting street shall 
mean any street which joins another 
at any angle whether or not it crosses 
the other street. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
the driver of any vehicle to stop the 
same or to cause the same to be stop¬ 
ped in or upon any street with the 
left side of such vehicle toward, or 
along or next to the curb. 

Section 5. The word curb shall 
mean the lateral boundaries of that 
portion of the street designed or in¬ 
tended for the use of vehicles, whet¬ 
her marked by curbing, construction 
of stone, cement or other material, or 
not so marked. In the case of the 
street running diagonally from Cent¬ 
ral Ave., to Baldwin Ave., the wester¬ 
ly car track shall be deemed the east¬ 
erly curb of said street. 

Section 6. For the purpose of 
traffic regulation, the business dis¬ 
trict of the City of Sierra Madre is 
defined to be those certain streets and 
portions of streets in the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre described as follows: 
Central Avenue from the east line of 
Auburn Ave., to the east line of Bald¬ 
win Avenue; Baldwin Ave., from the 
south line of Central Ave., to the 
south line of Montecito Ave.; the di¬ 
agonal street from Central Ave., to 
Baldwin Ave., known as Kersting 
Court. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for

Madre News a weekly newspaper pub- \ 
lished and circulated in the City of 
Sierra Madre and hereby designated \ 
for that purpose and from and after j 
thirty days from such publication the 
same shall take effect and be in force, i

TOURING IN STYLE

One man’s coin is as good as another’s any time, 
and the good Lord gives every one of us plenty of it to 
provide passage on the local line to the Terminal and then 
on the Unlimited Special through the land of the Beautiful 
Adventure. The tears can very well be spared for the wise 
ones who can look on the journey in that light. 


WESTERN QUOTA FILLING FAST 

Some months ago the News remarked that while the 
west was opposing the eastern demand for war, the west 
would be first to answer when the call to aims came. Now 
comes the war department with the statement that the 
east is far behind the west in proportionate enlistments.

SHOCK ABSORBERS AND LUBRICANTS 

Ten years of observation leads to the conclusion that 
most of the troubles of our city government might have 
been avoided. And the cause of most of the grief, public 
and private, which has accompanied our city hall troubles, 
has not been lack of business ability or honesty so much 
as failure to show tact and kindly consideration at critical 
times. You might as well try to run an auto over rough 
country without springs or lubricants. 

In the conduct of public business, especially in deal* 
ings between different city departments, attitudes should 
be, il not friendly, at least frank and open. There must 
he perfect freedom and mutual helpfulness in the inter¬ 
change of information in and between the different depart¬ 
ments. When parts of a machine fail to work in unison, all 
the rest of the machine goes to pieces. 

Attitudes betray thoughts and inspire similar thoughts 
in others. Suspicion breeds distrust in the one suspected. 
When one approaches another in such a maimer he is not 
apt to accomplish anything useful. On the other hand a 
brusque reply to a civil question will engender animosity or 
suspicion where none existed. The usefulness of both par¬ 
ties is injured and the public suffers. 

These little affronts develop into bigger things. They 
become fixed in habits. There is a loss of efficiency in the 
particular thing at hand, and also in the prevailing spirit. 

Often questions have been discussed and settled by one 
branch of the city government without consulting some 
other branch which was directly concerned and might have 
given valuable counsel. Hard feelings have resulted, as 
was to be expected. In some cases the slight was due to 
mere neglect, and sometimes it has been deliberate. In 
every case the public has been the loser. 

Instances might be multiplied, but that would simply 
harrow old wounds. The reminder should he sufficient. 
Difficult as it may seem at times, public business demands in 
a peculiar sense the qualities of courtesy and tact which 
are becoming a part of the standard practice code of the 
most successful private corporations. 

These remarks apply equally to the whole history of 
Sierra Madre’s city government. They are not intended 
as a criticism of officials present or past so much as a sug¬ 
gestion for advoiding much trouble in the future.
